the bonks, which will advance, the 


money to the stale on these securities. 
Then the next legislature is expected to 
levy a general tax to raise money to pay 
back -these amounts.

tlie condition of -the Kudne Couirty poor 
house. 


In commencing his speech Mr. Lyon 


.snid t'hat he had no words to express the 
pleasure of being present at such a. gath- 
ering of pioneers. 
Fifty-eight years ago 


lie said that he landed at Southporfc and 
he reviewed liis trip across country to 
Wulworth county and t-h'ere was nat a 
house within ten miles. 
In 1SDO he lo- 


cated at Burlington and engaged in the 
law business and iu .1855 came to Kiieinc 
and for twenty-one j'Ciirs had been a 
resident of the county. 
He alluded to 


his associations with the pioneers and 
said that they were gixmd men and wo- 
men. 
But there wns another 'matter that he 
desired to cull the attention of the peo- 
ple of the county to 
as 
the 
occasion 


seemed opportune. 
His duties as presi- 


dent of the state 'board of control 
de- 


manded that he visit the charitable in- 
stitutions 
of t-he state. 
He had just 


paid a. visit to the Rncine coumy poor 
'house. 
The manager, Mr. Seutt, was an 


excellent man and took 
ca,re 
of 
the 


house and the inmates well. 
It. was 


the building that lie desired 
to 
talk 


about. 
They were erected many years 


ago and at present are entirely inade- 
quate. 
The house was not fit for the 


purpose It is being used. 
There is no 


witter in the buildings, only 
one 
old 


wooden bath tub for the inmates, rooms 
are old, plitstering broker., damp and un- 
healthy and that it was a disgrace to tills 
county to force these unfori.uua.les to live 
in tiii<? manner. 
As a remedy he sug- 


gested that the present fai-m be sold, that 
hind be purchased adjoining the Racine 
County Insane Asylum and buildings put 
up and that both be pliiued under die 
control of one superintendent. It should 
be near a railroad. 


Another practice he condemned 
was 


Uiat of letting out Uie medical service 
for these poor people by bids. 
It was 


wrong for a good physician might bo 
turned down for a poor one if a fow 
dollars higher in his bid. 
He recom- 


mended that the very bf.'St physicians be 
employed and paid a good price. This 
was a disgrace to the community. 
It 


was the duly of tho people to Cod to see 
that this was done. 


The address created a mild sensation 


among tJhe people und it was talked of 
most of the afternoon. 


The county poor house is located in 


the town of Yorkville, three miles from 
the village of Union Grove.

in Racine, or in other words the poor 
were taken care of here.

signs to proceed with the draining of the 
hike on the ground that it was a dnn- 
ger to public health in the condition it 
then was.

provement company,, and the I'itz Sim- 
mons & Conncll company of Chicago be- 
gan the drainage work.

. WASHINGTON, 'June 22.—The secre- 
tary of state received, a, dispatch froin- 
Bnrtlett Tripp, United States commis- 
sioner at Samoa, saying that peace was 
restored in the election of a king. 
That 


Malicton. Tnmi has resigned. The king- 
ship will be abolished and a provisional 
government established. 


WASHINGTON,..Tune 22.—As far as 


the state of affairs' in Samoa and the 
program for the future proposed by the 
commission is disclosed in Tripp's brief 
cablegram, they arc satisfactory to the- 
state department. 
It is in the view oi 


the state department that'most of this 
program is not. final but subject to.the 
approval of 'the three governments arid 
to the treaty of Berlin. 


This is true-of the projected abolition 


of the Kingship oflicc specially provided 
for in the treaty.' There is little doti-lilj 
but that our government will consent n;t 
once to this provision as soon as it is. 
apparent that the governor of Samoa, 
who is to succeed' to 'tin; control of. af- 
fairs in Samoa will be selected in such 
a manner as to insure impartiality tn 
ward the residents. 
The fact that the 


commission unanimously sustain Maliu- 
toa Tnnu is particularly gratifying tc. 
authorities here. 


Admiral Kautx' fir.it action on arriv- 


ing a.t Apia was to decide that chief jus- 
tice Chambers must he maintained. The 
commission having found Chambers' de- 
cision right it follows that the admirals 
action^ is also, so talk 1 of .preference of-
